MEMPHIS. 
THE DEATH-ROLL. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Mempuis, Tepn., Sept. 27.—Lhe death-roll 
to-day numbers twentv-cight cases, mn of 
which were colored. This is the smallest of 
record since the epidemic began. Tue most 
prominent was the Rev. Father Mooney, who 
came hither ten days ago on the same train 
which bore your correspopdent to this ill-fated 
city. He was vorn in County Cavan, Ireland, 
ordained a priest at the Propaganda, Rome, 


‘where be was a confrere of Vicar-General Mc- 


Mullen, of Chicago, and was for many jcarsa 
Professor m the Christian Brothers’ College of 
that city. He was sent here by the Bisnop of 
Nashville to attend the sick and fill the plate of 
one of the many priests 
WHO DIED AT THEIR POST. 

He came like a Christian knight to battle, and 
has been vanqaished iu the fray. 

The Rev. Dr. Later, a leading Methodist di- 
vine, lost another daughter by death, also the 
last of an interesting family. 

Eugene Grevise, of the Peabody Association, 
died this afternuon. 

Among those taken down are W. W. Thacher, 
Cashier of. the First National Bank, who has 
been assidoous in his labors in the cause until 
completely worn out with watching. lie 
was obliged to take to his 
bed his attack is attended with unfavorabie 
symptoms, and, as none of the bank officers are 
in the city, the institution is in charge of Mr. 
Ed Beasely. 

J. K. Dale, a volunteer physician from Arka- 
delphia; J. G. Lonsdale, Sr., Treasurer of the 
Howard Association, whose son died two 
weeks ago; Capt. Nat Green, an old Mississippi 
steamboat man: Emile Taledons, a well-known 
cotton broker; aud Louis CZapski, of the Union

ALSO OBLIGED ro YIELD. 
The latter is a son-in-law of Mrs. Auriel Cham- 
bers Ketchum, the Southern poet, author of 
Lotos,“ recentiv published by Appleton. 

Dr. Paul Otey, a skiliful and successful phy- 
sician of this city, is regarded as in a critical 
condition. 

A touching scene occurred at the Peabody 
this afternoon, when it was announced that the 
case of Gevise, manager of the house, was hope- 
less. The physicians had done all within the 
scope of human power to stay the seeds of 
death in vain, and he must die. His wife, who 
had borne up until this intelligence was com- 
municated to her, gave way to a torfent of 
grief that excited the sympathies of 
all present, and she was led from 
the chamber of death in a fainting condition. 
This is one of the sad spectacles almost hourly 
seen, aud so frequent bave they become as to 
scarcely attract more than passiag notice. 

A RELAPSE.

The weather to-night is cold 
and cloudy, and 
GREAT FEAR 18 EXPRESSED 

as to the fate. not ouly of the sick, but also of 
the convalescent, the malady leaving the sy3- 
tem so utterly exhausted as to render the 
patient susceptible to the slightest fluctuatiou 
of the weather, aud the physicians powerless to 
recuperate one from ita effects. ‘Lhe 
now cases to-day, according to the 
reports of twenty-one ~ physicians, ore 
stated at 117).

New Onv-gans, La, Sept. 27.—Fiftv-one 
deaths to-day,—tne highest point for a week.

The last-named com- 
bination may be the easiest to make, because 
the Democrats believe that, as between the 
candidate of the Democrats and that of the 
Nationals, the Republican Senate will select 
the former as the lesser of the two evils. 
But Rosre, with his little seventeen votes, 
may possibly come in asa compromise on 
whom the Republicans and honesi-money 
Democrats may unite against a common ene- 


my. 


NEW YORK’S EXAMPLE. 
While all the tendencies of the Democratic 


party are manifestly in the direction of in- 
ternal dissension and disintegration, all the 
Republican signs are favorable to renewed 
harmony and good feeling. The New York 
Republican Convention furnished a notable 
illustration of this fact. There were ele- 
ments of discord among the Republicans of 
that State that might easily have been de- 
veloped into as serious a breach as occurred 
between the opposing factions of the New 
York Democracy. Instead of this, there was 
mutual concession in the face of a common 
enemy, and there was a disposition to sink 
personal and private interests which reflects 
great credit upon all concerned. It is pretty 
certain that Mr. Conxiine’s friends had suf. 
ficient strength in the Convention to have 
arrayed the party nominally against Presi- 
dent Hayes’ Administration, had they seen 
Gt to carry on the war; it is also cértain 
that the anti-Coxx Nd faction was 
strong enough, not to carry the 
Convention, perhaps, but to have in- 
sured the defeat of the party and of 
Mr. Conxuinec’s chances for  re-elec. 
tion, if it had been disposed to do so. But 
both factions recognized the new sphere of 
duty and usefulness that has been opened 
Ap to the Republican party by the identifica- 
tion of the Democrats with the Communists 
and Fiatists, and they abandoned personal 
preferences and prejudices to a higher pur- 
pose. Mr. CoxxIIxd and Mr. Curtis were 
found together, eloquently urging harmony 
and fidelity in battling against the danger 
of the hour. e 

Mr. Conxiine’s speech before the Conven- 
tion may be commended as one of the most 
telling, because one of the most concise and 
simple, arguments that have been made in 
behalf of the honesty and wisdom of main- 
taining the substantial and stable monetary 
basis which has been practically reached. 
These arguments appeal alike to capital and 
labor, and Mr. Conxuiine set them forth 
in a style calculated to conquer assent 
from all classes. He was right in 
pointing out as the peculiar mis- 
sion of the Republican party to defeat 
the combinations that have been made under 
the auspices of the Democratic party to 
plunge the country into another era of ruin- 
ous speculation, inflation, and extravagance. 
The people of the United States can only’ be 
protected from the fallacies and excesses of 
Butlerism by the Repyblican party, and it is 
only through harmony of purpose and action 
that its agency can be made éffective. 

It will be suggésted Ah bertain quarters 
that Mr. ConxuinG’s mBtive was selfish in 
urging unity of aetidn at this time, and that 
he had mainly in view his own re-election to 
the Senate; we prefer, however, to put a 
more charitable construction upon his con- 
duct, and accredit him with genuine patriot- 
ism. The purity of his motives will appear 
when he takes his place in the Senate; if be 
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shall the hold out encouragement to party 
dissensions, whether by resenting the 
removal of the New York COustom- 
House officials (which turns out to 
have beer for good cause), or by g'ving se- 
cret countenance to the partisan effort to 
disturb President Hares in the possession of 
the Presidential office, then it will be fair to 
charge him with a selfish purpose in his stic- 
céssful efforts to harmonize the New York 
Republicans, but not till then. In the mean- 
time he has taken a course which sounds the 
keynote for harmony in the Republican party 
throughout the entire country, and indicates 
a sure road to success in 1880, if not in the 
fall election of this year. For, if the Nation- 
als shall so far deceive the people as to gain 
substantial victories this fall, the superior 
wisdom of the resumption policy, by mak- 
ing all currency, whether paper or coin, 
equivalent, convertible, secure, and steady ” 
(the words of the New York plat- 
form), will have been demonstrated before 
the Nationals can destroy the work of many 
years, and then the steadfastness of the Re- 
publican party to the cause of honest and 
rational money will enable it to prevail. The 
New York Republicans have set an excellent 
example by treating the previous condition 
of things as an emergency in the history 
of the country second only to its struggle 
for existence,” and the same view should 
persuade reasoning and rivht-minded men 
everywhere to act with the Republican party 
in this emergency as the only political organ- 
ization either predisposed or competert to 
oppose the flood of errors and threats which 
Democratie approval has made dangerous. 


“GREENBACK AND ANTI-GREENBACK.” 
Butter, on his way from the West, to 
Massachusetts to open the canvass, stopped 
long enough in New York to have himself 
interviewed by two morning papers and to 
write a letter tothe third. His letter was 
for the purpose of ‘‘ correcting the report 
of his Terre Haute speech, in which he was 
credited with saying that the ol} Continental 
money “* wiped itself out of existence with- 
out anybody being loser.“ In his “ correc- 
tion” he maintains that the Continental 
money, having done done its work and dis- 
tributed the expense of the war among the 
people, it was no loss to anybody and a gain 
to all.“ This correction“ only leaves Bor- 
LER's position on the subject of Continental 
mouey a little more confusing than before, 
but it serves to confirm the suspicion that 
he knows and intends that the new fat 
money which he advocates shall take the 
same course,—repudiation,—and that he ap- 
proves of it in advance. He does not even 
seek the justification of a war and the 
unequal distribution of its cost for this de- 
liberate scheme of repudiation. In his in- 
terviews, Boruer exaggerated his own per- 
sonal importance in the universal attention 
which the Massachusetts election is attract- 
ing, enlarged upon the phenomenal growth 
of the «National party, justified the action of 
his blowers and strikers in burglarizing the 
Worcester Convention, hedged on Kearney 
as much as he could, expressed the belief 
that the bulk of the Democratic vote in Mas- 
sachusetts will be divided between him and 
the Republican candidate, and admitted the 
soft impeachment that he has Presidential 
aspirations. The most important thing 
which Burier said was that there will be 
only two parties at the next Presidential 
election. When asked what they will be, he 
replied; 
‘** Greenback and anti-Greenback.” 
Bur_er was technically correct in this 
auswer, but the meaning in which He in- 
tended it was false. It is probable that the 
two contending parties at the next Presi- 
dential election will be a Greenback and 
anti-Greenback party, but the Republican 
party will be the Greenback party and the 
National party will be the anti-Greenback 
party. Burter proceeds upon the assump- 
tion that the Democratic party will be swal- 
lowed up by the Nationals before 1880, and 
the events of the last few months certainly 
warrant the prediction; in that event, the 
Democratic party will cut no more figure in 
the campaign of 1880 than it did in running 
O’Conor in 1872, when the contest lay be- 
tween Grant and Greetey. The Republican 
party will make the fight under its own 
name, and asthe champion cf tlre genuine 
greenback,—a Government promise-to-pay, 
redeemable on demand, and the currency 
equivalent to the standard coin of the na- 
tion. The National party will be the 
auti-Greenback party, for it will advocate the 
unlimited issue of irredeemable fiat scrip, 
promising to pay nothing, paying nothing, 
and looking forward only to repudiation and 
disappearance after the manner of the Con- 
tinental currency. There are two things 
that BuTLeR would especially like to accom- 
plish, viz.: (1) The disintegration of the 
Republican party over the repudiation issue, 
along with the Democratic party; and (2) 
the appropriation of the word Greenback” 
(which commands universal respect for the 
service it has done) to the uses of the Na- 
tional party. But he is making no headway 
in either of these things. Instead of disin- 
tegrating, the political events of the 
day show that the Republican party 
is growing stronger under the infiu- 
ence of a new mission; and the real charac- 
ter of the greenback is too clearly identified 
with its name, now that it is practically at 
par with coin, to be confused with any scrip 
of the Joun Law, or Assignai, or Continental. 
or South American, or Confederate irre- 
deemable, fiat, aud absolute kind. The 
greenback needs only the realization of the 
Resumption act, which Burier’s Nation- 
als” are too tardy to defeat, in order to be 
the equal of any currency on the face of the 
earth. The Republican party will be its 
champion in that condition, and it will be 
for Burier’s Democrats, Communists, and 
Fiatists to break it down if they can. 


DRIFTING INTO WAR. 

Each successive day’s news brings En- 
gland and Russia more directly face to face 
in the Afghanistan matter. The effort of 
the former to leave the responsibility with 
her Viceroy of India and to make it seem 
an Indian rather than an Imperial quarrel 
may be a fancy ef Bracoxsrimd's that con- 
sorts with his love of Oriental pageantry and 
spectacle, but it will hardiy deceive any one. 
It is not likely that the Viceroy of India will 
undertake to settle any quarrel with the 
Ameer of Afghanistan upon his own motion. 
The armies of the native Princes in India 
are not yet sufficiently loyal, the Indian ex. 
chequer 1s too nearly bankrupted, the people 
are too severely afflicted with famine and 
taxation, the work ef governing India is al. 
ready too crushing, to encourage any idea of 
assuming the burden of fighting the turbu- 
Jent and fanatical tribes of Afghanistan and 
Beloochistan. It may be stating u fact 
diplomatically to say that the Viceroy and 
the Ameer have a quarrel on hand, but it 
would come nearer the truth to say 
that England and Russia have again 
drawn their relations to 80 thin 
a thread that it. may break cn 
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less the tension ig relieved. It 
that the Amoer adopted his policy of saub- 
bing the Eaglish Embassy aud leaving all 
their communications unrecognized at the 
instigation of Russia. It is equally certain 
that he would not have dared to risk q war 
with England except he had been secretly 
encouraged aud offered proicetion of some 
kind by Russia. 

While the English Government may deem 
it policy not to rush into an immediate rup- 
ture with Russin, or to have it appear that 
either of the home Governments has com- 
plicated its relations afresh, especially while 
it has the Asia-Mimor elephant on its hands, 
and Russia holds an indemnity mortgage on 
Turkey which it may foreclose at any mo- 
ment, and may seek to have it appear that 
there is no quarrel between them, it does 
not fail on that account to recognize the 
hand of Russia in the policy of the Ameer. 
It does not lose any time in sending its Am- 
bassador from Berlin to St. Petersburg to 
ask for explanatious and to demand the 
withdrawal of the Czar's representativé from 
Cabul. Does any one suppose that if 
this were merely a quarrel between the 
Ameer and the Viceroy, the English Cabinet 
would dispatch jts most experienved Am- 
bassador post haste Ao St. Petersburg; or 
does any one suppose that the Ameer would 
have contemptuously slammed the door in 
the face of the English Embassy, headed by 
an officer reputed to be his personal friend, 
if somgone had not stood behind him with 
a promise of protection? 

It is a little remarkable that the English 
Government should express any surprise at 
the preference shown for Russia by the 
Ameer, considering the treatment it has be- 
stowed upon Afghanistan. It made war 
upon her in 1840 to place upon the throne a 
Shah who was favorable to English interests, 
but who was disliked by the Afghan people. 
The London Times records still further rea- 
sons that have led to the estrangement. In 
the Seistan arbitration of 1871, the English 
arbitrator cut off a large slice of territory 
that was in dispute between Persia and 
Cabul, and gave it to the former,—the 
very territory that is now reported by 
telegraph as in revolt,—notwithstanding the 
very general impression of English politi- 
cians that the award was an act of injustice. 
In 1873 the English Government refused to 
recognize the heir apparent to the throne, 
and expressed its sympathy for his brother 
who had always opposed the Ameer's policy. 
Subsequently it ignored the Ameer by send- 
ing a mission and presents direct to the ruler 
of Wakhau, which was tantamount to a re- 
fusal to recognize the suzerainty of the 
Ameer. While Evgland was thus repelling 
the Ameer, Russia studiously courted his 
favor and encouruged his policy. The result 
is she has a strong force on his border, her 
envoy in his Capital, and her policy and in- 
Hence established in his domfnions, while 
the English are forbidden to cross the fron- 
tiers. All of Turkestan, Afghanistan, and 
Beloochistan is brought into direct commer- 
cial and political relations with Russia, and 
she has a base for future military operations 
with her communications fully established. 

Substantially the great contest for Asiatic 
supremacy between Russia and England has 
“commenced, and Russia has moved her first 
piece upon ‘the board before England was 
ready to commence thé game. ‘The Afghan- 
istan pawn may be taken, but either England 
will have to exchange a piece for it or the 
sacrifice will place Russia at an advantage in 
future moves. In viewof the situation in 
Europe and Asia, BraAconsrizetp’s London 
pageant appears, to say the least, premature. 
tussia retired from the Merlin Congress ap- 
parently with a large ablitement of the de- 
mands she made at Saw Stefano and with 
loss to herself, when there appeared to be a 
prospect of an Anglo-Anstrian alliance, but 
how does the situation stand now? She has 
involved Austria in a bloody and expensive 
struggle in Bosnia and produced dissatisfac- 
tion among the Hungasians, She has left 
the Balkan — mofe embittered than 
ever against Turkey. Albania is in revolt. 
Greece is clamoring for war. The Dobrud- 
scha is in arms. Servia and Montenegro are 
besieging the bewildered ‘Turk for their in- 
demnities. England has an elephant on her 
hands in Asia Minor, and now suddenly finds 
herself ypon the verge of a war with twelve 
millions of the fiercest and most warlike peo- 
ple of Central Asia. The revenge for Berlin 
begins tu.appear. 


The Rev. A. A. MER. who is the Prohibi- 
tion candidate for Governor of Massachusetts, 
would be serving the cause of temperance and 
good order more eifectually just in this particu- 
lar emergency if be would throw up his hand 
and recommend all his friends to vote against 
the dragon, BUTLER, and in favor of Mr. IA 
BoT, the Republican nominee.

Between these two extremes there were 
some speakers who recommended the 
system that prevails in some parts 
of Germany, where no division between 
fact and law is admitted, but where the jury- 
men concur with the Judge in declaring guilty 
ornot guilty. Itis probable that each of the 
three Kingdoms will take ite own course, and 
that, while Denmark wilitry the jury system, 
the people of Norway and Sweden will continue 
to rely upon the honesty ot their Judges.

GEN. MERRITT. 

MANAGES THE NEW YORK CUSTOM- 
HOUSE. 
Senta Mepatch to The Tribune. 

WasuineTon, D. C., Sept. 27.—Gen. Merritt, 
Coliector of the Port of New York, in the 
course of an interview here, said he was run- 
ning the Custom-tlouse on business principles. 
Senator Conkling had not recommend- 
ed any appointment. When vacancies 
occurred, the Collector had tried te 
supply them from the various factions in the 
Republican party. He thought the party was 
not too strong, and that every man was needed. 
He had appointed no Democrats, and does not 
intend to; nor has be made any appointments 
merely to advance the interests of the party. 
He said he should be able to 
collect several millions more revenue 
than had been collected before, and at 
much less cost of collection. In the matter of 
sugar, the figures would be enormous. He said 
the matter of rsonal baggage had received 
much attention. He thinks he yas stopped the 
old practice by which the Insvector of Baggage 
received bribes from travelers for passing bag- 
gage unopened. He does not intend to be 
29 aud. in case of doubts, always directs 
the officers to decide in favor of the trave 
But when there is an evident intention to de- 
fraud the revenues, he exercises the utmost 
severity. He has no sympathy for those who 
einploy false bottoms to their trunks, aod ase 
other devices to conceal goods. He said one case 
has occurred lately that gave a sample of what 
is constantly happening. A prominent gentle- 
man arrived from Europe. The officers pro- 
posed to search his baggage. He objected and 
blustered, said he was worth a million of dol- 
lars, and was not lu the habit of having bis word 
questioned, nor had he sunk so low as to be a 
smuggler. The officers persisted in the demand 
for bis keys, and search was made. Seventeen 
pairs of fine lace curtains were found in one 
trunk. 

Gen. Merritt says he has already, during Sep- 
tember, collected over 840.000 duties on ber- 
sonal baggage alone; and the sum will probably 
reach 630, 000 by the end of this month. He also 
says that in August and September more money 
has been collected on personal baggage than 
during the whole of any previous year. 

GEN. BUTLER, 

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME FUND—A FEW QUES- 
TIONS CONCERNING HIS STEWARDSHIP. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 27.—Gen. Butler, 
at the beginning of the campaign for Governor, 
called attention to his record. which be said had 
been for years under the blaze of a microscope. 
He bas repeatedly invited public attention to 
his management of the business of the Soldiers’ 
Homes of the United States, but has failed to 
furnish any reliable data for examination, and 
when called upon to do so has excused himself 
by stating that he could not furnish an exhibit 
of his financial relations to the Homes without 
disclosing his private affairs. In an investiga- 
tion some years ago he testified that it was his 
custom to 


HOW HE 


MIX THE FUNDS 
of the Homes with his own private bank ac- 
count. Some gentlemen interested in the Mas- 
sachusetts campaign bave investigated the sub- 
ject of the disposition of this fund, aud claim 
that the following statement is correct: At the 
beginning of each quarter the funds for the 
support ot the Homes, averaging about $220,000 
per quarter, are drawn from the Treasury 
of the United States on the warrant of Gen. 
Butler, and are placed to his personal credit in 
a banking institution at Lowell. A month or 
six weeks after the beginning of each quar- 
ter the financial agent of Gen. But 
ler usually transmits by private draft 
to the Treasurers of the several 
Homes one-toird of the amount received from 
the Treasury, anda month later he generally 
transmits another third, and at the end of the 
quarter the balance is in like manner surreu- 
derea to its prover custodions. It is therefore 
clear that the whole of the mouey appropriated 
for the support of the Homes, say $220,000 each 
quarter, 
REMAINS TO THB PRIVATE CREDIT OF GEN. 
BUTLER , 
one month in each quarter, or four months 
during the year, two-thirds, say $146,000, re 
mains in his hands anotber month io each 
quarter, or four months during the year; 
and one-third, say $73.000, remains in his hands 
yet another month ip each quarter, or four 
months during the year, equal to an average of 
more than $146,000 constantly in his bands, upon 
which interest at 5 per cent is 
NEARLY $7,500 PER aNNUM. 
The rate allowed may be less, but is it not in 
order for Gen. Butler to explain what use he 
has made of this interest? If he has appropri- 
ated it to his own use, has he made returns dF 
it to the Asseasora of Lowell?

MEXICO. 
A LITTLE WAR TALK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 27.—if the minor 
Officers of the State Department correctly rep- 
resent the opinious of their superiors a trifling 
circumstance micht ereate trouble between the 
United States and Mexico. One of the officers 
of the State Department to-day, in conversation 
with a gentleman who bas spent much time on 
the Mexican border, said. referring to the re- 
cent information from Mexico, that the order to 
Gen. Ord would not be withdrawn: that our 
troops, if there was occasion for it, would cross 
the Rio Grande, and that if they did cross in 
force they would remain there until they could 
command a treaty which should result in the 
permanent restoration ot order on tbe border. 
Indeed. this under officer intimated that the 
acguisition of Mexican territory would be ap- 
proved at least by sume members of the Gov- 
ernment, ana that a war with Mexico in the lat- 
ter part of the present Administration would 
not be impossible.

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Sept. 27.—Secretary 
Evarts appeared at the White House to-day 
with his *‘ great portfolio, containing the text 
of the letter to Great Britain upon the Hahfax 
fishery award. The letter was submitted to the 
President, was approved, and will be torwarded 
to-morrow.

Paris, Sept. 10.—Octave Feuillet, the Aca- 
demician and novelist, the high-souled author 
of “Le Roman d'un Jeune Homme Pauvre,“ 
the dramatist who wrote the blood and poison 
érama, * Le Sphinx,“ bas just given another re- 
markable work to the world. Before a week is 
out, it will or should be on the table of every 
one with any pretension to keep abreast with 
contemporary French fiction of the best kind. 
There is bardly a man living, hardly Ernest 
Renan himself, whe has such perfect command 

over the delicate aud subtle mysteries of 
the French language as Octave Feuillet. 
Had his romances and novels no 
other charm than their purity of style 
to recommend them, they would be worth read- 
ing: but, indeed, the interest of the plot is in- 
variably ona level with the simple nobility of 
the form, while generally the thoughts con- 
veyed and the morality inculcated are 
of a chivalrous loliiness that might, in 
the opinion of some critics, lay the 
author open to the charge of excessive refine- 
ment and overstrained sentiment. The great 
lessons he usually endeavors to teach bis many 
readers are these: Taat life without an ideal is 
not worth the living; that true love is unselfish; 
that we are purified and ennobled by voluntary 
sacrifice. It is refreshing to flüd a writer of 
such 1 and standing still ciinging to his 
old beliét in humanity,—still believing that 
there are true men and, devoted women, and 
that society is not so utterly rotten and corrupt 
a thing as the Realists would teach us. 

It is a strange and touching story we are told 
in his last work. Le Journal d'une Femme“ 
(* A Woman's Diary ”’).—a story of two nobie 
lovers who sacrifice their own happiness to as- 
sure that of two persons dear to them. The 
heroine Had better be allowed to introduce her- 
sell: 

I am very dark and pale. My face. tediously 
reguiar, is as severe as a young woman's face wel) 
could be. My short-sichtedness gives an expres- 
sion of sieepy indifference to my black eyes 
(which, but for tais unfortunate circumstance, 
would certainiy be of piercing obriliiancy).

After 
some reluctauce to accept the satrilice, he con- 
sents. The two weddings are celebrated to- 
gether, We hear little more of them for a 
while. 

Five or six years have come and gone. Char- 
lotte is a widow. A strange shadow seems to 
have come between Cecile and her husband. 
The wayward girl has discovered too late that 
she has not M. d' Els“ love. The shadow 
deepens. in vain Charlotte attempts to set it 
right. A spirit of restiessness seems to drive 
poor Cecile from folly to folly, and abe gradual- 
ly becomes quite estranged from ber husband. 
During a temporary illness of M. a’Eblis, she 
one night oversteps the boundary between folly 
and crime. Charlotte is staying at Louvercy, 
when she is startied one evening by the arrival 
ot ber friend. Pale, haggard, desperate, she 
bursts in upon her with a tale of irreparable 
shame. Charlotte consoles ber as best she mav, 
but the iron nas entered too deeply into poor 
Cecile’s soul. She had sinned from simple gid- 
diness, and with no vice in ber heart. in the 
morning they tind her dead jn the snow,—under 
the trees where she used to mect her husband in 
the olden time. A letter to Charlotte explains 
ber death. It is a suicide. She does not dare 
to face M. d’Eblis. 

If auy can read the chapter in which the sui- 
cide of Cecile de Stele is described without 
weepiug, he must be hard indeed. No woman 
will, l am sure. 

Toe end is asurprise. Of course, one expects 
that, now no obstacie stands betweenthe de- 
voted lovers, they will marry and live happily 
ever alter. I will not divulge the secret. Suilice 
it to say that they do not marry. The long de- 
votiou of two lives is crowned by one lust act of 
self-abnegation. For the rest, I refer you to 
toe book. 

This is the last page: 

But thou art left to me, my daughter. I write 
these last lines beside thy cradle. One day, per- 
haps, | may put taem into thy young wife’s mar- 
riage-basket. They will make you, perhgps, love 
your poor, romantic mother. I weep, itis true. 
us l write; but, believe me, these are tears angels 
might envy!

THE MEDIEVAL CHURCH, 

Archbishop Trench delivered a good many 
years ago, and more times than one, courses of 
lectures qu Church History to a class of girls at 
Queen’s College, London. One course dealt 
with Early Chureh Llistory, another with 
Modern, and between these was one on Medic- 
val. The last course, with some alterations and 
cousiderabie additions, has now been published 
in book-form. The author believes that there 
is no need to break the bread of kuowledge 
smaller for young women than young men,“ 
and he did not, because his class was, or Was as- 
sumed to be, a female one, keep anything 
back that be should have thought it desirable 
to set belore voting men of the same 
age and condition of life. At the same time, it 
is evident that be did not think it safe to take 
avy knowledge tor granted onthe part of his 
bearers. Ile has, accordingly. stated at some 
length the most familiar facts. This method 
and principle. instead of being objections to the 
book, will be lor most readers strong recom- 
mendations of it. There are many persons 
tolerably informed in other departments of 
history, Who know nothing, or next to nothing, 
of church history. The reasonis not so much 
an absolute veglect or disregard of the Courch 
in itself considered as afceling that other sub- 
jects more important are demanding atten- 
tion. Besides. many of the church historians 
have gove so far into details aud jucumbered 
their narratives with such long and fruitiess 
discussions of abstruse questions in theology 
that they have driven unprofessional read- 
ers from the whole field of studv. To such 
readers Archbishop Trench’s lectures will be 
welcome, affording as they do avenue of escape 
from absolute ignorance on the one band and 
unprofitable study on the other. 

The division of the subject is admirable. It 
is not based on current chrouology alone, like 
Prof. Schaff’s, nor on simple reiations of space, 
such as those which have in moet church his- 
torics separated widely. the  East- 
ern and Western Churches. The 
plan of topical treatment is adopted, 
but only with the qualilication that no topic is 
permitted to exceed lar the limits originally laid 
down for the lectures. There is indeed no ne- 
cessity in many cases for such a qualilication. 
But in the discussion of the causes which have 
promoted the growth of the Western Church at 
the expeuse of the Eastern, and of the influ- 
ences that fallowed the revival of learning, it is 
difficult to say where a convenient stopping- 
place the other side of modern times can be 
found. Archbisbop Trench has, however, man- 
aged these subjects, as well as the oth- 
ers, with great discretion. Some of his 
most interesting chapters are those on 
“The Sects of the Middle Ages,“ The 
Mencicant Orders,” “The Waldenses,”’ 
and “ The Earlier Schoolmen.” In the last, we 
find a personal reminiscence of a kind which 
give value to this book, and show how long the 
venerable author's knowledge has been ripen- 
ing. He writes: 

Once when as a young man I made with Arthur 
Hallau a pilgrimage to Hichyate to have the privi- 
lege ofshearing Co!eridge ta k, he occupied himself 
for nearly an unbroken hour with the intellectual 
greatness of the Schoolmen. The revived interest 
in patriotic literature which was so markeu a feature 
of that time suggested his special theme, whica 
was this, namely, the mucn larger amount of profit 
which might even now, in his judgment, be gotten 
from the Schoolmen than from the Fathers, whose 
frequent nugacity“ (for I am afraid he used 
that word) he denounced. The manner in which 
Aquinas had anticipated and met nearly all the 
later assaults on the miracies, ant the greatness of 
the speculative genius of our English Occam, with 
the perilous lines in which his speculation was 
traveling at the last, were tae special subjects of 
his discourse: or, atall events, are those which after 
the lapse of so many years still survive the most 
cleariy in my memory. 

How fully Archbishop Trench afterwards con- 
sidered this phase of thought may be learned 
from bis further analysis of its origin ana char- 
acter: 

Here then were causes and conditions of the rise 
of this Scholastic Theology: In the first place, a 
great mental activity: a young world conscious of 
its powers and eager to exert them. And then, 
secondly, the abeence of au material on which to 
exercise a shaping. molding power, save such as 
the Church furnished; no classical literature, no 
independent ethics. no natural phi.osophy, 4 com- 
paratively narrow basis which compelled men to 
build high rather than broad. And, thirdly, there 
wis the wish to put forth there activities only 
within euch limits and under such restraints as the 
Church laid down, without the calling in question, 
or even the evading of ahy cocma or decision of 
hers. It was the how andthe **why," never the 
‘what’ of the Church's teachings which the 
Schooimen undertook to discuss. Doctors they 
claimed to be, not Patres: not. as fathers, pro- 
ductive; not professing to bring out of their treas. 
ures things new, but only to vindicate and estab- 
lish the old. 

Tne settlement of periods in the second 
lectures is on many accounts the most satis- 
factory that can ve made, It begins Ancient 
Church History with the Day of Pentecost and 
closes it with the accession of the Pontificate ol 
Gregory the Great (500). Medieval History it 
begins with this date and closes with the Kefor- 
mation. his isa natural division ot thought 
and lerling in the religious world; and thougn 
the dates, except that of tue Dav of Pentecost, 
are late. they correspond more ularly than apy 
others with the great epochs of Cuurch history. 
As Gregory the Great was the first Pope, ac- 
cording to our idea of the word, ava s the 
Reformation was the most momentous event in 
Church history, the selection yf these dates is 
rot only convenient but reasonable; and it 
seems strange that they have not been more 


generally, oreven universally, accepted as points | 


of departure. In the eame way, the author 
divides medieval Church history into three sub- 
divisions : 


The firet, extending from the Pontificate of Gregory 
the Great to that of Gregory VII. (1050), embraces 
the Middle Ages ir their formation, as a new order 
of things ts gradually shaping itself out of the chaos 
and confusion in which those ages began. the 
breaking up of an old world, and little by little the 
construction of the new. The secoud . period 
reaches from the Pontificate of Gregory VII. to 
that of Boniface VIII., or the Middle Ages in their 
glory ana bight. To this, the creative period. 
belongs all those magnificent births which they 
have bequeathed, some to the admiration and all 
to the wonder of the after world, —the Crusades, 
the rise of Gothic architecture, the Schoolmen, 
the Mystics, the Mendicant orders, the Universi- 
ties. To this velongs the struggle, so grand 
and so terrible. between the worid-king and the 
world-priest, the Emperor and the Pope, with the 
complete triumph for the time of the latter; and 
thus to this also belongs the Papacy in the most 
towering hights to which it ever ascended. 

Then follows the period from Boniface VIII. to 
the Reformation, or the Middie Ages, in their de- 
cline and decay. Their productive vigor is ex- 
hausted; they are unablqto bring forth any new 
births, or to maintain at their hight such as they 
have received from the times that went before. 

These extracts will serve to show the plan of 
the book, and to recommend it, we do not 
doubt, to the favorable consideration of many 
readers. (New York: Charles Scribner & Sous.

IN PARADISE. 

Paul Heyse, a German writer of fiction hith- 
erto unknown in America, is now presented as 
adesirable acquaintance through a translation 
of his I Paradise.“ The judement of this 
book, so faras it has been expressed through 
the press, is most favorable and it seems with 
good reason. Whether it be considered for its 
character-drawing, or for its description of a 
peculiar life, ar tor its narrative, In Paradise 
is without an equal among the novels of the 
year. The chief attraction is, perhaps, the view 
it gives of lite in the art-circles ot Munich. The 
„Paradise of the novel is the meeting-place 
of an artists’ club, where, if the truth 
were known, there seems to have been 
a great variety and quantity of con- 
viviality to the square inc. The princi- 
pal characters are artists. There are Jansen, 
a cynical genius; Rossel, 9 lazy genius; Rosen- 
vusch, a bumorous genius; Angelica, a taithful 
portrait-painter; Kohle, an enthusiast, and 
many others. Jansen has the loftiest ideals, 
and is recognized bv ali as a leader. But he 
does violence to his own better feelings,keeping a 
saint-lactory to make money, and an inoer 
sanctuary A which to satisfy his conscience. 
Some of bis sayings are exceedingly pithy. For 
instance: The spirit of dilettantism, take it 
for ali in all, is like that of stenography in the 
art of abbreviation—in substituting a symbol 
for the form, just as in tue other case we sub- 
stitute one for the letter.“ Ot Rubens he savs: 
„% As soon as 1 come near bim, he makes 
me forget all the photograph: 
pettiness, the fashionable rubbish and 
‘art-association’ absurdities of our own 
day. Nobody can have more respect for the 
other great artists of the Gulden Age. But still 
it always seems to me as though I did not find, 
even in the greatest and most immortal of them, 
a true balance between Art and Nature. There 
is always au excess of technical aim over unal- 
fected seeing and feeling,—an excess of ‘can’ 
over ‘must.’ Even with Raphael | feel a too 
great excess of the purely spiritual and abstract 
over the sensuous. And with the glorious 
Titian and the Venetians, this paradisaic natu- 
ralness, this effortless flow of beauty from an 
exhaustiess soil, this breaghing forthof pure aud 
unadulteratea force and freedom, is oniy found 
in their greatest moments, while th’s man, like 
the immortal gods, seems never to have known 
an hour of poverty or inaufliciéncy.”” Whether 
this criticism agrees with the previous ideas of 
readers or not, one thing is sure—that it is in- 
tellcent and thoughtful, and well worthy of 
attention. So, indeed, is the whole of In 
Paradise,“ which, with the caution that it con- 
tains some sceves more highly colored than the 
American public is accustomed to, can be 
heartily recommended to those in want ofa

MADAME DE LA ROCHEFOUCAULD. 

Tae life of a woman of high rank and great 
fortune who lived in France before, during. aul! 
after the Revolution, and nearly al! of whose 
eighty-five years were memorable for acts of 
goodness, must be fuil of valuable lessons. 
Such an ove was Madame de la Rochefoucauld. 
She was from the advanced French point of 
view, or even from that of most Protestant 
writers, a zealot, believing in the efficacy of 
relics and estceming cunfession one of ber most 
precious privileges. But the state of mind 
which produces such characters as hers, wut h 
er morbid or pot, is at least to be preferred tu 
simple intellectual activity, which requires 
no personal sacrilices, and dors 
not in any deg ree promote the 
welfare of others. Those who do not belleve 
in relics may smile on reading that the Ductess 
wore a retiquary containing a joint of the 
finger of St. Francois de Sales, and that she pos- 
sessed pertions of the true cross and the crown 
ot thorns; ut in comparing her pure and vir 
tuous life, her heroic self-sacrifice, aud ber pa- 
tient endurapce during the dark days of the 
Revolution, with the conduct of the fair and 
fraii grand ladies of France generally in those 
days, the result will not be unfavorable to her. 
This story of her life bas been told with much 
grace and simplicity, the Engiish style cor- 
responding in this respect, we presume, with 
the French original.

THE STEAMM- ENGINE. 

The new number of the International Scien- 
tific Series, published by the Appletons, of New 
York, is A History of the Growth of the 
Steam- Engine,“ by R. H. Thurston, Professor 
of Mechanical Engineering in the Stevens Iusti- 
tute of Technology. The author specially calls 
attention tothe fact that the historv of the steam- 
engine illustrates the very important truth: 
“Great inventions are never, aud great discov- 
eries are seldom, the work of any one mind.“ 
Every great invention is really either an agere- 
gation of minor inventions or the final step ofa 
progression. It is not a creation, but a growth. 
The idea of the steam engine is as old as Hero, aud 
there are great problems in regard to it, partic 
ularly concerning the exhaust, which have not 
yet been solved. Mr. Thurston recognizes this 
fact fully when he savs (pp. 417 and 418): »The 
steam engine is an exceedingly ingenious, but 
unfortunately still very imperfect, machive 
for transforming the heat-energy obtained 
by the chemical combination of a 
combustible with the supporter of com- 
bustion into mechanical energy. But the 
Original source of all this energy is found far 
back of its first appearance in the steam-boiler. 
It had its origin at the beginning, wien ail 
Nature came into existence. We owe 
to the heat and light of the sun, 
as was pointed out by George Stephen- 
son, the incalculable store of potential energy 
upon which the human race is so dependent for 
liie and all its necessaries, comforts, and luxu- 
ries.’ Prof. Thurston’s discussion of the 
possible engine of the future,“ in which all heat 
rejected from the working cylinders uputilized 
will be returned to the boilers is exceedinwy m- 
teresting, but too techuical for use in this place. 
The descriptive and historical parts of the book, 
on the otber hand, are designed for unprofes- 
sional readers, and will be intelligible cven to 
tue least educated understanding. The chapters 
on James Watts and His Inventions,”’ „Steam 
Locomotion on Railroads,“ and Steam Navi 
gation.”’ will be found most agreeable reading.

AMERICAN ORNITHOLOGY. 

Messrs. Porter & Coates, of Philadeiphia, 
have just issued a new edition of their Amer- 
ican Ornithology, the foundation of which is 
Alexander Wilson’s book. As one of the 
fathers of science in this country, Wilson ob- 
tained a strong hold on the affectious of the 
people; and the judgment of a later age has 
confirmed that of his own. The quaintness of 
his style, the many evidences of the accuracy 
and wide extent of his observations, and the 
constant usefulness of his work as a basis 01 
more comprehensive ones, have al! contributed 
to this result. Atthe same time, the werk has 
had the benefit of a careful revision and 
some additions by Charles Luctan Bonkbarte. 
The Life of Wilson, bound with tais volume, 16 
itself au important work, occupying 132 large 
octavo pages, and showing him io his character 
of a literary man to the best advantage. A full 
catalogue of North American birds, taken from 
that of the Smitbtopian institution, has also 
deen turnished by Prof. Spencer F. Baird. This 
volume embraces three of a previous work, 
contains over 600 illustrations, and is from the 
same plates as the $100 edition of the same 
publishers, but the illustrations are not col- 
ored.

THE WAVERLY DICTIONARY. 
Miss May Rogers and Messrs. 8. C. Griggs & 
Co. have done the public, and particularly the

BOOK OF THE WILDERS. 

“ihe History of the Wilders,“ written py the 
Rev. Moses H. Wilder, an octogenarian, pos- 
sesses almost a pathetic ioterest, inasmuch as 
we are informed that the prospect of gain frum 
the sales of it are almost the only dependence 
of the aged author. The work expended on this 
volume of almost 400 pages deserves to be more 
richiy repaid than we fear it ever will be. The 
desire to know who and What one’s . ancestors 
were is natural and commendable; but it is nut, 
in these days at least, often productive of pecu- 
niary extravagance. The Wilders may prove an 
exception to this rule; ¢hey certainly ought to 
do so. If there be any Wilders 80 
degenerate as not o wish to con- 
tribute to the needs of their worthy and 
industrious relative, they ought to be hela uo 
to the contumely and reproach of the world. 
Particulary is this true, since the compiler has 
shown a jovalty to the name so touching in it- 
self to bea title to allection on the part of 
every other bearer of it. Thus the writer de- 
clares it to be his belief that the principles of 
evangelical piety are a very general elewent of 
the Wilder character. “Thev are geuerally 
men of integrity and reliable in ali their busi- 
ness relations.“ “An unconquerable tenacity 
of purpose connected with a story confidence in 
their own estimate of the correctness of their 
conclusions have done much to keep them out 
of the arena of policical strife. They are 
not the material of which demagogues are 
made, and therefore are vot sought after to fill 
places for party purposes. Yet when called to 
fill places of responsibility few indeed have 
failed to secure public contidence.”” Tue Wild- 
ers, it should be known, are for the most part 
descended from five persons of that uame, sup- 
posed to be members of one family, who were, 
in the year 1638, in the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay.

SURETYSHIP AND GUARANTY. 

Mr. George W. Brandt, of the Chicago Bar. 
has just published avery comprehensive work 
entitled The Law of Suretyship and Guaranty, 
as Administered by Courts of Counties where 
the Common Law Prevails.“ The oniv two 
works hitherto accessible on the subject were 
those of W. W. Fell and of H. A. DeColyar, 
both English works and of course, though 
American editions hate been published in this 
country, open totheusual objections of inap- 
plicability to our own jurisprudence. There 
are two principal modes of writing a 
legal text-book,—dne of stating the 
principles in the body of the work, 
leaving the voluminows citations of authorities 
to be added in the fuot-notes, the other of rup- 
ning principles and ftilustrations of the same 
together. Tue former is far preferable, it seems 
to us, as entailing on the student orpractitioner 
much less labor and waste of time in asvertain- 
ing just the point sought, but it has its dis- 
advantages. [be danger is that the author may 
not exactiy state the law, or analyze the ad- 
judged cases, and thus mislead the student who 
is willing to rely on the statement of the 
writer. The latter mode is more in vogue in 
Unglands, and has been foilowec by Mr. Brandt. 
In fact, in the arrangement of the sudject 


and the order in whith the different branches 


are treated Mr. Brandi’s work follows quite 
closely that of Mr. DeColyar. The work under 
discussion, however, contains nearly twice as 
much matter as its predecessor’s, and of course 
contains references to far more cases, as the last 
American edition of DeColyar was published in 
1875. This, therefore, is the first American 
work op the subject. A is eminently practical, 
devoting little space to the history of the 
growth of the law on the subject, but it is well 
written, comprebensive,.and the author shows 
that he has covered the whole ground and evi- 
dentiy examived all the decisions on. this branch 
of juris;rudence.

THE SIBERIAN MAMMOTHS. 

At the meeting of the British Association Mr. 
Howarth read a paper on the difficulties surround- 
ing the extinction of this mammoth elephant 
in Siberia. One of the theories hitherto pro- 
pounded to account for its sudden disappearance, 
he said, was that it lived in the central parts of 
Centrai Asia, and that the carcasses were floated 
down the large rivers in that territory to the 


sites where the remains were now found. The. 
examination of the stomach, however, showed 


the mammoth lived on larch or birch trees 
growing at the verge of woods, near which the 
remains of the animals were found, aud their 
Desition showed that they had not wandered 
far when they were entombed. After looking 
at the problem from every side, he had come to 
the conclusion that there had been a dudden 
and Violent change of climate in Siberia, 
which bad frozen the previously soft ground, 
and had also preserved the mammoth as in 
a huge meat-saic. Although the mammoth had 
eveu originally lived ju the place where he was 
now found, it was impossible that be could live 
there now, oWing to the absence in that part of 
the food which would be necessary to sustain 
him. Such trees as he used to live ov were oulv 
now found about 500 miles from the spot where 
bis remains were discovered. The natural 
corollary that followed from this theory was, 
that something similar must be postulated with 
regard to other regions. The conditions in 
Wuich the elephant was found in Siberia were 
precisely similar to those in which it was found 
in the vorthwestern part of Russian America, 
and precisely the same as those iu the Great 
Lakes, where the mammoth itself was found. 
and it could not, therefore, be doubted that the 
mammoth livedin Europe and Awerica with 
the same food aud surroundings as it dil tm 
Siberia.—New York Tribune.

THE SAPPUHIRINA, 

Capt. Mortimer, of the good sbip Ham- 
ilton Fish, has succeeded in bringing auve to 
New York some of those curious little creatures 
called Sapphirina. These tuinute crustaceans 
are ound in the Atlantic Ocean in incalculable 
quantities. They measure about three-six- 
teenths of an inch long, are once-thirty-second 
of an inch wide, and but'a few lines in thickness. 
Their great peculiarity is, that they gleam like 
emeralds, rubies, amethysts, and opals in the 
salt water. Motes dancing in tne sun have at 
times brilliancy of color, soin the medium of 
the ovean, as the light strikes these sapphirina, 
they too shine and flash. The Captain placed 
some sapphirina in a glass tube. Now they 
were. invisible, but on turning them at a 
certain angle. when the raysof licht struck 
them, out flashed the colors. Evidentiy these 
givams must be caused by the decomposition of 
the ray of light on the surface of sapphirina. Fish- 
ing, then, in a basin for specimens, our nautical 
naturalist succeeded in picking out one by one, 
bv their flash alone, these tiny, animated jewels. 
But how to keep them, was the question. Al- 
cobotic preparations, and, in fact, all other pre- 
serving Juids. are weil enough in their way td keep 
form and some semblance of shape, but aias! 
all thé delicate colorings fade awav. The Cap- 
tain bethought bim, for future observations, of 
putting his sapphirina in a sirup, aud in this 
way has succeeded in keeping some, which 
still show faint colors. rhis, of course, 
proved that the gleams were not due to animal! 
movement. Others of the sapphirina, the Cap- 
tain having simply put them im water, he was 
lortunate enough to bring into New York. But 
they were short-lived, and all died in a day or 
S0. Horest and Stream.

FERMENTED DRINKS, 

In a recent communication to the Regist-ar of 
London, Dr. Farr calls attention to the curious 
fact that the consumption of excisabie liquors has 
been greater during years of privation than dur- 
ing years of prosperity; and he then proceeds to 
an accumuiation of arguments to show that the 
moderate use of fermented drinks is conducive 
to the health, the happiness, and the mental 
activity of the majority of the buman race. In 
dealing with the experiments of certain physi- 
ologists he makes the acute remark that uni- 
versal eXpericnce is nothing more thay a 
series of experiments: and be appeals 
to this upiversai expericace, descending 
from the sages of ancient Greece, 
throngb Shakespeare, to Christopher North, in 
support of some of his propositions. At the 
sume time, he is a most enervetic advocaie ot 
temperance, as being a more excellent way” 
then either abstineme or excess; and he gives a 
table of the mortality of pubiicans, as colmpared 
wiih that of tue clergy, which exhibits in a 
striking manner the harmful effects of: frequent 
drinkiug. Auother lesson of the same kind ts 
conveved by the tact that the rate of mortality 
among grocers, as compared with that of other 
classes, has undergone a decided increase since 
the sale of wines and spirits sas become a 
recognized portion of their formeriy salubrious 
trade.

SCIENCE NOTES. 

Among the recent acquisitions in the Garden 
of Acclimatation in Paris are speciinens of land 
tortoises from the Seveheile Islands, one of 
which weighs nearly 400 pounds. 

Mr. Alfred R. Wallace, the eminent natu- 
ralist, is a candidate forthe new post of Warden 
of Epping Forest about to be created now that 
the forest has been secured tothe public. Mr. 
Wallace’s appointmeut would be a guarantee 
that the forest wouid be restored as far as pos 
sible to its ancient natural condition, ard that 
the preservation of its fauna and flora would 
receive special and intelligeut attention. —Alhe- 
Nua, 

A hint to those who mar have occasion to 
break up stone of use stone-breaking machines 
may be found in theannouncement by Tournoue 
of the result of certain experiments in regard to 
the crushing of stove. In the experiments with 
chalk stone dried, dried in the air, and wet, ii 
was found that the ratios of crushing torce re 
quired were in the proportions of 8, 23, and 18. 
Another experiment gave 36, 23, and 12. and 
still another gave 52. 26, and Zl. It will thus ve 
seen that by wetting the samples the force re 
quired fur crushing was considerably reduced. 

In a communication printed in Tug Trerpune 
last week, Mr. Park Benjamin referred to sume 
of the wonders of the Paris Exposition, and 
particularly to the drilling of square holes by 
machinery. We have since been shown a Ari 
and a number of square holes made by it in tae 
oflice of the Singer Sewing-Machine Company 
in this citv.

Prof. Baird found innumerable five-inch spect- 
mens at Little Eee Harbor as early as 184. 
No fishermen had caught them before 
this time, as their nets were 
not ada»vted for the purpose. There is no 
doubt but that they are abundant south of Cape 
Cod, though they do not seem to come within 
range of the weirs. Very possibly our Northern 
fishermen do vot know how to catch them. The 
purnpano feed on crustaceans and small mol- 
lusks. We have recorded the catch of good- 
sized pompano in the Sound, not far from New 
York. At present pompano are fairly abundant 
un the New York markets, coming from Nor- 
folk. As a table ush it is decidedly the best 
that switns, and far better than the English tur- 
but.—-Furest and Stream.

Tae 
dresses were elegant beyond anything seen 
since the nuptials of the Duke and Dacness of 
Edinburg. The bride’s dress was of silver bro- 
cade, richly embroidered, with a very long 
train; over it was the long veil of lace, 
head and veil being adorned with myrtle and 
orange blossoms, with which, by the way, all the 
articles of the trousseau were worked. The 
Crown Princess of Prussia wore a white damask 
underskirt richly adorned with silver, and ber 
train was of light blue velvet, trimmed at the 
end with roses. She wore for a head-dress a . 
diadem, and her neck was graced by colfiers of 
pearis and diamonds; her doublet and train 
were also enriched by diamond clasps.. The 
Princess Frederick Charics, mother of the bride, 
wore a white damask underskirt embroidered 
with silver, and over it a pale green tunic lined 
with ruby satin and turned over at the sides, 
Branches of pink acaeia formed her head-dress, 
surmounted by adiadem.

Scenes at me Mouth of the Pit---How the 
Mine Was Worked. 


Correspondence Dublin Freeman's Journal. 

Nrwronr, Wales, Sept. 12—Midnight.— 
Wednesday morning was ushered in with bright 
sunshine, and there was no atmospheric depres- 
sion such as generally accompanies serious ex- 
plosions, when the men, to the number of 376, 
6 o'clock, had their lamps handed to 
them, locked, before getting into the cage. 

proceeding to the works the lamps, as 
usual at this pit, were again examined to sce 
that they were locked, and tbus the officials try 
to avoid having anaked light exposed to the 
iy fiery black vein seam. , Nothing 
outof the usual routine except that 
half an bour before the fatal explosion eighteen 
men signaled to the banksman to be drawn up, 
when” they told him that they had refused to 
en up some tubs with rubbish, work which 
considered was not according to con- 

tract. To this slight occurrence these men owe 
their lives, fur before they had left the pit-heap 

a rambling sound was heard, black smoke issued 

from the shaft which they had just left, and 
with such force too that the pumping-engine- 
room floor upheaved, and the engineman was 
knocked down and became insensible. The re- 
port was not loud enough, however, to be heard 
in the houses of the poor miners whose fate is 
sealed. The men who had so fortunately es- 
caped, however, carried the dread tidings to the 
whole neighborhood, and soon a terrible scene 
was enacted. It was noonday, but the black 
emoke issuing from the first shaft threw over 
the peaceful valley the shadow of death. Every 
ipbabitant in a mining village, even the boy not 
out of his teens, knows that the black smoke 
may be the death warrant of some ones whoare 
pear and dear to him. 
ANXIOUS HEARTS RESPOND. 

Soon there were groups of anxious wives 
looking for husbands and weeping children, 
fearful lest a father or a brother should be 
doomed in the pit below. The force of the ex- 
plosion had been terrible, and every one in 
direct communication with the working (one 
mile from the shaft) was killed in an instant, 
and some of those around’ Abercarn shaft were 

_ mutilated. About forty vards from the bottom 
sixty horses were stabled, and thev succumbed. 
Hiappily for about 100 men who were working 
in some heading at right angles with the vein of 
the seam and 500 yards from the shaft, thev 
only heard the explosion, and they managed to 
reach the bottom of the shaft where the gear 
had not been sufficiently damaged to prevent 
the car being used for their exit, and they 
reached the top in safety. -Wild confusion 
prevailed cn the pit head, where hope 
and desnair were alternately § agitating 
those who had come with fear and 
trembling to know what fate had in store for 
them. in vain did would-be comforters hold 
out hope or trv to administer consolation to 
the women and children who had come to seek 
those who came vot from the dark and dismal 
recesses of the pit. The cries of anguish and 
the despair were heartrending, and many poor 
women had to be gently dragged and others 
carried away from the scene. Meanwhile Mr. 
Pond, the resident manager; Mr. Grover, Aber- 
carn; Mr. Rowbotham, General -Manager of 
Ebbw Vale; Mr. Powell, Mr. Streellv, Mr. James 
Abersychan, Mr. Berrell, Pontypridd; Mr. 
Jones, South Waies Colliery Manager; and Mr. 
Cadman, Chiet Inspector of the Southwestern 
of Engiand District; and Mr. Bain, his Deputy, 
and Mr. Patrick. took the management of ex- 
ploring parties. Thev found that the force of 
the explosion had knocked down all the air- 
ways, and they never succeeded in getting fur- 
ther than 400 yards from the mouth of the pit 
shaft. 


THE PITILESS FIRE. 

At6o’clock they found that the pit was on 
fre and they ceased expioring. Shortly after- 
ward the flames came belching up the upcast 
shaft. and then it was known that the fate of 
all within the pit was sealed. Measures were 
then taken for flooding the mine with the view 
of extinguishing the fire. Various suggestions 
were wade, and at last, on the proposal of Mr. 
Patrick Liewelivn, Aberdare, the embankment 
was cut away, and the canal water was let gown 
into the downcast shaft, through twé fifteen- 
eh pipes, throwing a volume of water down 
equal to about twelve tons per minute. This 
was at 1 o'clock in the morning, and the result 
was made manifest by the dense volumes of 
black smoke covering the whole of the valley. 
it was not until midday that the water reached 
the arch of the upcast siiaft, and, of course, 
stopped the further egreas of the smoke. when 
the flames were seen issuing from the Abercam 
shaft fears were entertained for the sixteen ex- 
plorers who had entered the Cwm Cam, and a 
messenger was sent off in höt haste to apprise 
them of the danger of a second explosion. 

. They succeeded in bringing eleven near to the 
Cwm Cam shaft, and they got out of the pit in 
safety. The afterdamp got very bad, and con- 
sequently no more attempts were made to go 
gown the shaft. The colliery is now being 
flooded to put out the fire, and this may occupy 
two or three weeks. Mr. Wales, Government 
Inspector for South Wales, came about midday, 
and approved of the measures which had been 
wopted for extincuishing the fire. Of course 
the sad fact comes directly home to the rela- 
tives of the sufferers, as they may never have 
the satisfaction of even recoguizing the features 
of those who have fallen victims to this disas- 
ter. A consultation will take’ place to-morrow 
tmong the mining iwspectors and collicry en- 
gineers as to the best mode of dealing with this 
@eadtul calamity. 

THE CAUSE UNKNOWN. 

Asto the cause of the explosion no one ven- 
res an opinion, and when it is remembered 
thatno powder was allowed and no firing of 
shots, and locked lamps were used, it is difficult 
to hazard a conjecture, and as every trace of the

THE MINE’S WORKINGS. 

Tho colliery in which the explosion eccurred 
is charmingly situated some ten miles to the 
north of Newport (Mon.), in the Ebbw Vale. 
Approached from the south there are scarcely 
anv signs of a busy colliery village, giving em- 
ployment, directly and indirectly, to nearly 1,000 
people. It lies between two — mount- 
ains,—the Cwmcarn on the east and the Mynyd- 
atslwyn on the weet,—which rise almost per- 
pendicularly to about 1,000 feet: At the foot of 
the Cwmearn, and adjoining the Abercarn col- 
liery, Cwmearn colliery runs under the Mon- 
mouthshire Canal, and around the pit shaft is 
the usual medley of coke-ovens’ rubbish, form- 
ing miniature mountains, and to the west the 
Ebbw River flows at the base of the Mynyddis- 
lwyn. The Abercarn Colliery is the largest of 
the pits owned by the Ebbw Vale Company, and 
it has an output of 1,000 tons of coal per day, 
and employing about 600 men and boys to get 
them. Their other collieries, fourteen in all, 
lie up the Ebbw Vale and in the valley, just 
over the top of the Mynyddislwyn. Their 
annual output of coals is over 2,000,000 
tons. The Ebbw Vale Company bas been 
remarkably free from accidents, and 
the officials consider that in the 
present case no human foresight could have 
prevented the catastrophe. The Company took 
over the Abercarn Colliery in 1859, after it had 
proved a failure in various bands from the time 
that the first shafts were made iu 1837, and after 
working it for some time with improved ma- 
chinery they, in 1863, struck the nine-feet black 
vein seam, which proved fatal on Wednesday to 
265 of the employes. The pit was worked on 
the pillar and stall system, and it was only four 
months since that the Company completed a 
downcast air-shaft into the Cwmearn at a cost 
of £60,000, which has increased the volume of 
fresh air through the workings from 90,000 cubic 
feet to 150.000 cubic feet per minute. The 
Cwmearn shaft is drivento a depth of 268 yards, 
and then a drift was made of about 1,900 yards 
in length, to communicate with the old work- 
ings. The men go down the shaft at Abercarn, 
and then ride in an engine for about a mile iu 
an casteriy direction, where they get into the 
black Vein seam, and this seam isin communi- 
cation with the Cwmearn air-shaft, which lies 
about a mile straight south. It was in this 
sam that the explosion ts said to have occurred. 
The meu were, therelure, about a mile off both 
the Cwn.carn shaft and Mme Abercaro shaft, and 
not one man is leit to tell the horrible tale.

THIERS’ DOMESTIC LIFE. 
Paris Correspondence New York Tribune. 
Mme. Dosne, when introduced to Thiers, had 
already had a daughter, Emilie, who yesterday 
was the sovereign of Paris. The_introduction 
took place at the house of Lafitte, whom Thiers 
consulted when writing his history about the 
finances of the Republic and Consulate. The 
charming Parisſeuge discovered in the odd little 
man a genius of the highest order, and as varied 
as that of an Athenian in the time of Pericles. 
Her first notion was to use bim as an instru- 
ment in restoring Napoleon’s son, the Duke de 
Reichstadt, for she was a zealous Bona- 
partist, as well from family associations 
as from admiration of Napoleon, who 
had died a short time previously at St. 
Helena. The banker’s wife had a delight- 
ful house, to which she invited the odd-looking 
little genius. She determined to polish him 
and divest him of his external oddities, which 
she saw would bein his way. He took polish 
rapidly. aud in taking it conceived a passion for 
his Egeria, which endured to the end of bis 
lite and hers. The Revolution came round. It 
placed on the throne a woman of severe morals, 
who was very good and very charitable, but 
very narrow-minded. The tittle-tattle about 
M. Thiers and Mme. Dosne found an echo at 
the Tuileries, where, in the Queen's circle, 
Guizot was in high favor for the support ne 
gave the Jesuits when they sought leave to 
open schools for secondary instruction. Ac- 
cording to the canon of polite society, it was 
nobody’s business te see more clearly into 
M. Dosne's family affairs than he did 
himself. But such was not the view taken 
by Marie Emilie, who had had some trouble 
in breaking a Haison of her eldest son, 
the Duke of Orleans, who was then three years 
married to the Duchess de Valencay, and was 
determined to enforce respect for the seventh 
commandment. At a Court bail Mme. Dosne 
advanced to salute the Queen, and her Majesty 
turned her back upon ber; this affront set Paris 
ringing. A remdOnstrance was addressed to the 
King by M. Dosne. All the Bonapartists es- 
poused the cause of the affronted lady, who nat- 
urally defended herseif as weil as she could. 
She accounted for her intimacy with Thiers by 
representing that she was keeping him close to 
her to be a — for her daughter Emilie, 
and that she was determined upon makivg bim 
a member of her family. His genius would en- 
noble them, and their money would enable him 
to devote his great faculties to the public serv- 
ice. The Queen, shutting her ears to the 
clamor made by the aggrieved lady, Thiers up- 
set the Ministry and was asked to form a Cabi- 
net, which he did on condition of Mme. Dosne’s 
story being accepted by the Queen and an apoio- 
gy made. Mile. Emilie was taken from school 
and asked whether she would like to share the 
lory of M. Thiers and be his devoted friend for 
ite. She had been brought up to regard him as 
a divine man, earth-born, no doubt; said ves, 
was married to him—given, to speak in a figure 
a latch-key, and set up with a confidentia 
femme-de-chambre and a suite of rooms at 
the end of the house opposite to the 
one in which he resided. Mme. Dosne occupied 
the intermediate rooms with her daughter 
Felicite, and M. Dosne had a bed and sitting- 
room of his own in a return building looking on 
the garden. The whole family met at repasts 
and in the evening. A breeze never ruffled the 
harmony of the mutual relations of its mem- 
bers.

There is no doubt about the fairness of his 
claim to this title, and no chance that a rival 
will soon appear, for this venerable person’s 
age exceeds by half a century even that of old 
Parr, who is perfectly well known to have 
beaten overy other patriarch since the antedi- 
luvian days. It is, perhaps, a drawback that 
the newly-diccovered centenarian, or rather duo 
centenarian, is an American. One is inclined to 
grudge that pushing and somewhat ‘ stuck- 
up“ continent the possession of al! the biggest, 
oddest, and oldest, as well as newest things. 
But there is no help for it in this case. We must 
bow to antiquity in the person of the very old 
fellow who has been described by the cor- 
respondent of a German paper. Ile resides in 
the Republic of Colombia—a State whose chief 
products seem to be tobacco, straw hats, monks, 
volcanoes, and earthquakes,—chiefly the last,— 
and he is a half-caste, Miguel Solis by name. 
At a recent conference of physicians in Begota, 
Dr. Luis Hermandes told how he had inter- 
viewed the patriarch. Solis, it appears, is 
modest enough to claim an age of no more than 
180 vears, but his neighbors, all of whom, of 
course, have known him from infancy, repudiate 
the notion that he is such a voungster, and 
loudly assert that he has overpassed his second 
century. The evidence on this poiut, it must 
in candor be admitted, is not quite conciusive. 
The oldest inhabitants told Dr. Hernandes 
that when they were boys Solis had the 
reputation of being more than a century old, 
and confirmation of this is said to be afforded 
by the fact that a signature which Solis recog- 
nizes as his own appears among the list of 
contributors to the cost of erecting the Convent 
of San Sebastian in 1712, when he was a spricht- 
ly infant of 50 or thereabout. But, untortun- 
ately, as no witness of this interesting signature 
can be found in the natural course of things, 
the attestation turns upon Old Solis’ good faith 
or his memory, and, without being uncharita- 
bie, we may fear that one or the other may be 
defective. For the rest, the aged curiosity is 
interesting enough. Dr. Hernandes tound him 
in good health aud at work in his garden. 11s 
skin resembled parchment, and his long snow- 
white bair was wound about his head in turban 
fashion. His eves gleamed so fixedly as to 
make his visitor feel uncomfortable when 
looked at.“ He attributed the length of his 
life to regular and moderate dict. He eats 
only one meal a day, but that consists of 
„strong and healthy food,“ to whieh he 
devotes himself assiduously for more than 
nalr au hour at a stretch, having discovered 
that no man cap eat more in half au hour than 
he can digest in twenty-four hours. But this is 
not all, for he fasts two whole days every 
month, and then refreshes himself by copious 
draughts of cold water, which is probably more 
stimulating dict in those regions than itis in 
Europe. Finaliy, he glways lets his food get 
cold before partaking of it, and he considers 
that this precaution has hada great deal to do 
with the prolongation of his life. On the 
whole, however, one would like to know more 
about this parchment-skinued and weird-look- 
lud hermit of the Colombian wilds beiore cred- 
iting the statement that he came iuto the world 
just as Cromwell was leaving it, and that he 
was an octogenarian at the time of Culloden. 
The old fellow may be a practical joker, and 
may owe his highly-effective ‘make-up’ to 
the monks oi San Sabastiau, who would be sure 
to enter into the fun of the thing. 

UTILIZING AN OLD PLAY-BILL. 

Even old play-bilis have tbeir uses. The 
Russians relate with infinite gusto how some of 
these obsolete programmes of the theatre 
served in a little episode which was enacted 
while the Turkistan army was advancing in 
Eastern Asia,—a little drama of more thrilling 
interest than the play interlined for tbe 
mimic stage. A party of Russian engineer 
officers, from their vost on the Syr-Varia, 
ventured into the hostile territory of Bo- 
khara, with the hope of surveving a portion 
of it before they could be discovered. But 
they were compelled to relinquish this de 
sign bythe appearance of an overwhelming 
force of Bokhariote horsemen, who quickly 
surrounded them. Seeing that resistance 
was impossibie, the Russian leader advanced 
with friendly greetings and announced 
himself as a Special Envoy. from the Czar to the 
Ameer, and in this character demanded to be 
led into the presence of that exalted persouage. 
Tbe ruse worked like a charm, aud the party 
made a triumphal entry into the Capital, es 
corted by their captors. With due ceremony 
the geutlemen were admitted to an audience, 
and the chiet officer, with great dignity and im- 
pressiveness, conveyed assurances of profound 
regard from the Czar of all. the Russias to his 
royal brother, and concluded bv presenting his 
own gold watch and silver-handled knife to the 
savage despot, as gifts from his august master 
to the Ameer. Everything was proceeding 
smoothly when the Asiatic King upset the 
whole business by asking for the Czar’s letter, 
—he knew how such matters were always 
conducted; of course the great Czar 
had accompanied his gifts by a letter. At this 
demand the self-appointed Ambassador turned 
pale as death, and stood a picture of mute de 
spair. But a young subaltern at his side came 
to the rescue. With an almost preternatural 
presence of mind he drew forth his pocket-book 
and carefully unfolded an old play-bili of“ the 
Alexander Theatre at St. Petersburg, aud coolly 
read from it au imaginary letter of congratula- 
tion, winding up by handingit to the Ameer 
with a profound obeisance. His Eminence of 
Bokhara had already seen the Czar’s name ap- 
pended to official documents, and was eutirely 
satisfied by the sight of the huge ine Alexan- 
der’’-on the top of the bill, together with the 
double-eagle of Russia; and the precious play- 
bill was reverently deposited among the archives 
of Bokhara, where it probably remains to this 
day. 


THE ** TELEGASTROGRAPH.” 
Londen Globe. 

So many inquiries have been addressed to 
us by persons suffering from deafness iti con- 
nection with some recent remarks on the mega- 
phone that we almost hesitate to bring before 
the public a still more remarkable invention, 
the telegastrograph.““ It is almost needless 
to say this invaluable discovery comes from the 
United States, that happy laud where mechan- 
ical ingenuity is incessantly producing startling 
novelties. The mechanism of the * telegastro- 
graph“ is not described, but remains known 
only to the inventor, who wants around sum for 
his secret beforehand, lest the British Telegraph 
Department should usurp his rights. Elec- 
tricity, however, is the motive power, and the 
apparatus has wires attached to it; all the rest 
müsst be left to the imagination. But the in- 
ventor claims for his contrivance that by its aid 
people can eat and drink at several miles’ dis- 
tance from their food and liquor. At least they 
cap enjoy the flavors of whatever delicacies are 
served up, and even become exhilarated with 
stimulants. The modus operandi is very sim- 
ple. A dainty dish 1s placed in areceptacle con- 
nected with a powerful battery. To this latter 
wires are attached equal in number to the ex- 
pected guests and of sufficient length to reach 
to their respective abodes. At whatever houris 
appointed for dinner each guest places his wire 
in bis mouth and forthwith tastes the full flavor 
of the plat at the other end. More than the 
fla vor, for the inventor claims that by a re- 
cent improvement in mechanism it affords those 
who employ it a sense of repletion proportion- 
ate tothe quantity of f consumed. The 
same is the case with wines, which convey their 
alcoholic effects through the wires along with 
their distinctive flavors. The best point of all 
remains, however, to be mentioned. No sooner 
sre the wires disconnected from the battery 
than the surfeited recover their appetites, the 
intoxicated return to their sober senses, and 
the feast remains nothing but a happy memory. 
It is not stated whether the viands and liquids 
disappear during the meal. If so, what be- 
comes of them? If not, the invention will be 
simply invaluable to the Barmecide class of 
hosts, who by its means will be able to make 
the same banquet last for several days. What 
a pity the invention should belong to the land 
which indulges so largely in fiction.

With hops weekly, interspersed with 
vocal and instrumental concerts almost nightly, 
the Atlantic House has been very pleasant!v gay 
all summer. Its proprietors, the Messrs.

lOWA VS. ILLINOIS STATE HOUSE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Sept. 23.—The other day a 
Fort Dodge paper, in the interest of the Fort 
Dodge Gypsum-Works, intimated, that Robert 
Fink bine, Superintendent of the new Iowa 
Capitol, did not know as much about gypsum 
as he might. Your correspondent sought the 
true inwardness of the matter, and learned the 
following: When the new Illinois Capitol was 
being built, the constructor for the brick-work 
intormed the architect that for all arches he 
should demand the price of solid masonry— 
that is, the same as if the work was laid without 
an arch. As overhead, in every story of the 
structure, the whole ig composed of a 
series of arches, on which 15 the 
foundation for the floor, the cost of this con- 
structive bricklayiug would be as much as. or 
more tuan, for the brick actually laid. The 
architect refused to allow it. The contractor 
refused to recede from his position. The archi- 
tect therefore substituted an arched truss made 
of Fort Dodge gypsum and cinders, and thus 
saved to the State a large sum of money. 
Whether, as a matter of fact, it was economy, 
remuins to be seen. This composite truss is 
strong and substantial as long as it remaius dry. 
A proposition was made to the Superintendent 
of the new lowa Capitol to adopt the same 
truss-arch; but a person vow employed here re- 
membered that a barrel of water was standing 


on the floor of the Illinois Capitol 
over one of these arches. The barrel 
leaked, and the water was _. absorbed 


by the plaster arch; aud a workma®’ one day 
stepped upon the arch, and instantly went 
through it to the floor below. The Superin- 
tendeut of the lowa Capitol decided not to 
adopt it asa simpie adornment; for, all work 
being done on our Capitol by the day, the cost 
would make no difference. It appears, then, 
that the arches in the Illinois Capitol are all 
right so long as kept dry; but, should a fire oc- 
cur, and water be thrown on them, they would 
fall in pieces, and the floors go down which they 
support.
